Thirty Thouanil Fmh Spanish Troops for
Cuba.

Tho Havana correspondent of the New
York Journal of Commerce sends that pa-
per an extraordinary statement. Ho says
that efforts are to be made to import thir-
ty thousand troops from Spain to put down
the revolution. The Spanish oilicials in
Cuba and the Castiliaos at homo having no
money nor tho moans of raising it to pay
the expenses of shipping and supporting
this army, the Cuban loyalists, largely in-

terested in property and trade on the
island, purpose to subscribe the necessary
sum, each contributing according to the
value of his estates. One million five hun-
dred thousand dollars is the amount esti-
mated for putting thirty thousand fresh
Spanish soldiers in tho field, to say noth-
ing of subsisting them when there. The
Journal says that this story seems proba-
ble, and adds :

" But if it is true that such an eccentric
military venture is really contemplated, we
can only say that the Cuban Spaniards
might as well give up the fight. If Spain
cannot find men and money to keep Cuba

as she probably cannot, having need for
all the troops she can raise to crush out
Carlists and republicans, and being as bad
as bankrupt in fortune it would seem to
be a fair question whether it is cheaper for
the Spanish landholders in Cuba to try to
maintain Spanish dominion in the island
or to go over to Cuban insurgents. The
fate of Cuba, in the early future, so far as
we can judge, turns on the ability of Spain
to hold her. If she is left to her own re-
sources, there can be but little doubt of
the eventual success of the revolution, and
the wisest policy of those who would retain
property there would be to truu-.te- r them-
selves en masse, to tho ranks ot General
Jordan. On the 0th instant the impartial
newspaper of Madrid asserted that twenty
thousand troops would be pent from Spain
to Cuba in September. Since then the
political and financial atl'aiis of tho home
government havo been going on from bad
to worse, and we infer from onr corres-
pondent's letter (published in this issue)
that tho Cuban loyalists have given up
hopes of relief, unleus they club together
und impoit it at their own expense. That
such a teheuie is seriously discussed is a
proof that the Cuban revolution is nearing
its end."

After a period of suspense "we are told
at length that the President will counte-
nance Cauby in the enforcement of the
Test-Oat- h in Virginia. So passes away
the faint hope of wisdom and moderation
in this Administration so it becomes es-
tablished that the President is under the
ban of his Radical advisers. What was
more than half suspected of him will find
broad and palpable confirmation in this
piece of domestic policy namely, that he
is the lay-figur- e of the Executive branch
of tho Government., and that it3 policy is
framed and controlled by a faction of his
official subordinates. Thcs.e latter seem
to regard lightly the pledges which their
Chief Magistrate has already given to the
world ; they entertain, it would seem, but
little respect for the more cathoIi3 impulse
of his inaugural addreas. And thus the
proof that Grant has changed base under
"pressure; and does not mean to fight it
out on the lino of his inaugural, (if it takes
all summer,) lies along-sid- e of the mure
melancholy issue, thut his record hence-
forth will be moulded by his creatures.
This record, however, will not beset down
to the account of Mr. Boutwell or Mr.
Creswell, (del ex nachina,) but placed in
the reckoning of Mr. Grant's own steward-
ship of a high public trust. True, he has
had little to do with his own elevation to
the Presidency ; true, the contingency of
greatness has been thrust upon him ; but
this misfortune will not secure him against
the responsibilities of the high station to
which he has been 'called. By the record
as it will be written not as he has made
it must he be judged.

But tho most remarkable phase of this
matter is, that in this tho Radical leaders
seem to have forgotten tho quality of their
cunning. II any one thing eouhi contri-
bute ! the more speedy annihilation of
their j. arty in that State it would seem to
ho such an act of bad faith toward a ma
jority of her people, aud this, too, alter
line deliberation, since the result of Ihe elec
tion ho huea utade known. By allowing
this piece of legislative folly to die a natu-
ral d truth the managers of tho party ini.jht
avail themselves of the turn of events
which put Walker into office. They might
by such a show of magnanimity have tem-
pered tho visible majority to the support
of a milder policy toward tho South, had
such a policy been adopted by themselves.

Tho occa-
sion which brought it forth if any occa-
sion there was has passed away with four
years of pnient and peaceful submission
to the Government. No one needs to be
convinced that there is no v no danger of
another uprising it tho south. If no such
danger exists, no reason can be maintain-
ed for tho perpetuation of the Test-Oat- h

none, at least, which is based upon con-
siderations for the general good. As there
is no danger of another rebellion in the
excluded States, (and Test-Oath- s would be
far from preventing it if there were,) the
application of the oath is a wanton prosti-
tution of the prerogatives of the General
Government to the misconceived ends of
party. The result, if plainly put, will be
the practical disfranchisement of the citi-
zens of a peaceful State by a foreign power

assuming, with no warrant in the su-

preme law to invape the domestic sover-
eignty of one of an aggregate of sovereign-
ties, whereon and whereby alono the Gov-
ernment has existence, if such a measure
was not meditated for the good of the
people of Virginia, (and surely they are
themselves tho better judge of what is good
for them,) it must be meant for tho benefit
of those who, having devised the oath, find
now a convenient opportunity for its ap-
plication. The party whose representatives
urged the oath has met at the late election
a signal defeat in the very State its mana-
gers are now endeavoring to control by
this enactment, passed by alien legislation,
in which the State of Virginia was not per-
mitted to have a voice. This of itself is a
doubtful outrage, and carries with it
a significant and damning infer-
ence: That if the Radical party
had succeeded instead of the Con-
servatives there would have been
no occasion or desire to enforce
the oath ! Nay, the enforcement of the
oath entered directly into the issues of the
canvass, and was, in substance, repudia-
ted by a large majority of tho people. Still
worse than this : the election was suffered
in due form anu without interference to
proceed, and the disfranchising clauses cf
the proposed constitution were permitted,
under the authority of the General Govern-
ment, (and with the express sanction of
General Grant !) to be voted down.

themselves! Would the body of the peo-
ple have taken themselves to the polls at
all, hud they foreseen that tho result of the
election would not have been accepted in
good faith by the Government under whose
protection and authority they had held it?
Would they, thus encouraged, have lent
themselves to the miserable farce of ren-
dering a decision by the ballot upon any
question, had they conceived it competent
for a little bevy of . Radical officials, by a
private edict, to reverse the decision as
they gave it, and thus to nullify an expres-
sion of opinion directly affecting them-
selves, and given by the vast majority of
the people of a great Commonwealth ? It
is impossible to conceive a more cowardly
and deliberate insult to tho people of Vir-
ginia, & deeper affront to the inalienable
sovereiguty of that State, than the appli-
cation of the Test-Oat- h, in view of the cir-
cumstances preceding this election. Such
an act, under these conditions, is stamped

Te Phllartelphla. Water Supply.
The mooted question of whether steam

fire engines could be made available in
pumping water into tho Fuirmount reser-
voir from tho Fairniouut dam was put to
a practical test Monday afternoon. The
chief engineer detailed a fiie engine to
proceed to Fairmount and make the ex-

periment. At live o'clock the steamer pro- -
j eeeded to the trial, in tho presence of a
number of members of councils, city offi-

cials, engineers and a good gathering of
spectators generally. The Inquirer of yes
terday says :

The hose was pulled up the fteep ascent
in as direct a line as the formation of the
ground would allow, and when the nozzle
end was in cloBe proximity to the reservoir
the engine got up steam and proceeded to
force water from the river. The first at-

tempt was a failure, in consequence of the
hose bursting iu some weak point before
the water reached the reservoir. A second
and a third attempt failed from similar
causes, but on the fourth trial, the line of
hose being in perfectly sound condition,
the steamer got fairly to work, and in the
course of an hour, with a pressure of seven-
ty pounds of steam, water was foieed into
the reservoir at the rate of about four hun-
dred gallons per minute.

This would make for one engine about
21,000 gallons per hour, or 288,000 gallons
in twelve hours. If tho entire fire depart-
ment were brought into requisition, con-
sisting of forty-si- x steam engines, the
amount of water pumped would be 13,2hS,-00- 0

gallons of water in twelvo honrs. Du-

ring tho month of August about 2o.000.000
gallons ia the average daily consumption,
and supposing each engine of the fire de-
partment capable of doing for twelve hours,
the work performed by the Hope yester-
day, daring her short trial, it follows that
tho t.team engines are capable of pumping
into Fairmount reservoir something lets
than half of the daily demands made on
the Fairmount works.

The result of yesterday's trial proved
that steam lire engines can force water
from the dam into the reservoir, and the
drawback of the bursting cf the hose can
easily be obviated by nsing pipes of iron,
or some other material that cannot burst,
at such points as ordinary hose is liable to
burst.

BANK NOTE PRINTING.

Mr. McCartee, Superintendent of the
Bureau of Engraving and Printing at tho
Treasury Department, has returned here
from New York, where he has been for
several days past, to push forward the
wark upon the new issue of fractional cur-
rency, but has met with but little success.
The Bank Note Companies having the work
in charge are still making favorable prom-
ises, but seem to be unable to give the
Department a sufficient supply. They are
now forwarding to the Treasury about $40,-00- 0

per day, but at least $200,000 is re-

quired to meet the pressing demand from
all parts of the country. About $75,000
per day is required for issue in place of
the mutilated currency redeemed, to say
nothing of the innumerable applications
from Assistant Treasurers, National Banks,
and others. From present appearances it
will be utterly impossible to meet the de-

mand until the work is brought back to
this city, where it can be executed prompt-
ly and with despatch, and not be retarded
by strikes and antagonisms existing be-

tween rival bank note companies. Tho
Department will on no account issuo any
more currency from the old plates ; and
upon tho return of Secretary Bontwell it is
highly probable he will direct that the
work be brought back to the Department.

The designs for the new five, ten, twen-
ty and fifty dollar legal tender notes have
not yet been determined upon ; hence it
will be some time before they will be ready
for circulation. .

A colored child, aged about five years,
living on the farm of Mr. Edward Coles,
in Albermarle connty, Va., a few days
since got into the hog lot on tha farm aud
caught a young pig by the tail. The old
hogs, attracted by the squealing of the
pig, attacked the child and literally tore it
to pieces. One foot and one arm were en-

unregistered deeds, conveyances, Ac., to
bo registered by the 1st of October, or
they loee their legal force. Wo therefore
adviso every ono having Mich legal docu-
ments to have them registered at once, or
they will lose the title to the property they
cover.

What conceivable good can como of this
Babel of confusion and contradiction ex-
cept it be, for tho few, the spoils of office
and the greed of political plunder for tho
many a greater weight of debt, for the
poor moro poverty, for the rich an increase
of riches ?

We have had a political dead-loc- k for
four years, and nothing is at length accom-
plished by it for tho permanent advantago
of thoso to whom we otvo this state of
things, not even tho successful prostitu-
tion of the Southern States to organized
Radicalism. Such failures do not strength-
en the allegianco of party followers, llad
the Radicals succeeded in carrying Ten-
nessee and Virginia, and in bringing the
South through this long elfort under the
sway of their party no matter at what
cost to the country, cr through what vio-
lations of good faith their leaders might
still have counted upon the loyalty of their
constituents. But to have laid out a great

angry political distinctions, tho prejudices
of caste and race fomented by Test Oaths,
and the foolish monotony of superanuated
catch-word- s rung in the ears of her peo-
ple. It is necessary that her populations
should be harmonized by bonds of mutual
interest, and her labor disciplined. Im-
migration will not incline toward her in its
full measure until the Radical party lead-er- a

cease to have the power at will to stir
up idle and selfish contentions in her
midst. It is directly, therefore, to the in-

terest of the whole country that every im-

pediment be withdrawn from the social
